Project A04AMER - Request for Termination 



1, We request you to authorize termination of Project 

AIMANNER, effective 31 January 1959- This date was chosen in 
order to give the Field sufficient time to liquidate or trans- 
fer the assets now being supported by this Project. Because 
the termination date is six months beyond the present expiration 
date of the Project, we request at the same time a six months ' 
extension of Project AiMAHNER in the amount of The 

decision to terminate the Project is based on a study of the 
Field Project Outline submitted by Frankfurt Operations Beuse, 

of which a copy is attached. It is also in line with our belief 
that a project can be more efficiently administered and controlled 
if it is based on one principal agent rather than on a variety 
of agents and activities. We are notifying the Field that 
termination action has been started. 

2. The reasons for deciding to terminate Project AIMABNER 

are based on the changes in the Project which the Field suggests I 
in paragraph nine of the Field Project Outline. The principal 
changes are the transfer of £T C "I], and C 

to pother pro.lectS. This leaves in Project AMANNER only the 
activities of X J and a few mail drops. According to 

paragraph 5b of the FPO, J has spent most of his time in 

activities other than Lithuanian FI operations. Therefore, a 
separate project to support his activities is indicated. The 
expense of recruiting and servicing letter drops will be trans- 
ferred either to the projects supporting the agents making the 
recruitments or to a general FOB support project. It should be 
pointed out that most of the letter drops recruited under AMANKER 
have been assigned to other operations. Other developmental 
activities now being carried on under AINAMER can be financed 
from OQA funds. 
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3. We wish to enqphasize that although we are terminating 
Project AEMANNER, we are not dropping its principal objectives, 
namely - the recruitment of legal resident agents in the 
Lithuanian SSR, the briefing and debriefing of legal travelers 
from and to Lithuania, and the production of Intelligence on the 
Lithuanian SSR and USSR by the use of Lithuanians both in 
Lithuania and the West. 

4. The disposition of the agent assets now under AEMAMER 
will be carried out as follows:

Inasmuch as most of his travel has been for 
CAVEHUE, AECOMPASS, etc., it can be charged to those projects or 
to the appropriate OOA accounts.
